When Thorn arose this morning he 


told one nt his keepers that his only 
dreail was the wait fi-urn the lime he 
awoke until he was summoned io the 
death chair.

o'clock and remained with Thorn until 
the end.

His career was a tempestuous one. Loni: 
ago he was described as Uio "man of 
-blood and Iron." and it \vns through 
these agencies that hc won the triumph
